Lt.  Frank  Murphy.  (North  Africa)  I wish  I could  satisfy  your  curiosity  by  telling 
you  Ihat  this  part  of  Africa  is  very  wild  and  wooly,  but  we* re  somewhat  north  of  the 
zoo  in  what  turns  out  to  be,  in  spots,  a rather  highly  civilized  country.  It*s  a 
funny  sort  of  mixture  of  the  old  and  the  new,  all  intermingled.  A few  feet  from  the 
most  modem  stores,  apartment  houses,  and  streets  you  will  find  Arabs  living  in 
their  accustomed  squalor.  At  night  these  Arabs , almost  to  a man,  jam  the  air-raid 
shelters.  In  order  of  shelter  priority,  the  Arab  women  come  right  after  the  men  and 
goats.  The  inside  of  those  shelters  must  really  be  something.  A friend  of  mine 
happened  to  be  nearby  when  an  all -clear  sounded  and  reports  that  the  goats  came  out 
shaking  their  heads.  On  this  score,  I feel  that  what  is  too  much  for  a goat  would 
be  too  much  for  me.....We*re  being  pretty  well  supplied  with  food  now,  although  the 
real  improvement  is  rather  recent.  The  latest  and  most  welcome  addition  to  our  diet 
is  creamery  butter.  It  replaces  some  terrible  stuff  called  "preserved  butter," 
■vdiich  the  Borden  Company* s Elsie  has  been  proclaiming  as  her  contribution  to  the  war 
effort.  Shopping  opportunities  are  generally  very  poor  here  because  the  German  and 
Italian  Armistice  Commissions  which  -used  to  operate  here  just  about  stripped  the 
country  of  everything.  The  net  effect  is  that  about  all  I make  is  saved.  This 
never  happened  to  me  before. 

Major  Elmer  Humphrey.  (North  Africa)  In  England  I had  a very  interesting  tour  of 
duty . . . . .For  4 months  after  leaving  the  USA  I never  saw  a street  light  at  night.  It 
does  not  seem  possible  that  there  are  children  living  in  England  who  have  not  seoi.  a 
street  • light  or  any  light  at  night  outside  of  the  homes  and  yet  be  4 years  old.  The 
people  have  walked  around  in  the  darkness  every  night  for  so  long  that  they  can  now 
go  about  as  we  normally  do.  One  thing  that  impressed  me  there  was  that  England  . 
comes  first  before  any  personal  desires  and  the  people  accept  the  hardships  of 
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During  wartime,  when  there  is  so  much  to  b 
done  and  a shortage  of  manpower  exists,  we 
must  sometimes  do  work  that  is  not  neces- 
sarily a part  of  what  we  regard  as  Mour 
job.H  In  the  ECA  where  positions  axe 
classified,  this  means  some  of  us  must  tem- 
porarily do  work  that  was  formerly  done  by 
a person  in  a higher  grade  position  or  work 
of  a different  type  done  by  a person  in  the 
same  grade.  Some  persons  may  feel  that 
their  new  duties  justify  reclassification. 
And  so  they  may.  Then  again,  they  may  not. 


The  soldier’s  job  is  classified  too;  his 
duties,  rank,  and  pay  axe  definite.  But  he 
cannot  quibble  about  unusual  duties  assign- 
ed to  him.  We  should  do  whatever  needs  to 
be  done.  Duties  are  assigned  to  get  work 
done.  Employees  are  selected  because  of 
ability  to  do  the  job.  There  is  dignity  in 
every  job  well  done;  there  is  honor  in 
every  job  well  done.  There  is  no  FCA  work 
that  is  unimportant. 

Your  supervisor  is  responsible  for  accom- 
plishing the  work  of  your  office  and  is 
given  the  authority  necessary  to  that  pur- 
pose. If  he  assigns  unusual  or  unexpected 
work  to  you,  like  a good  soldier,  accept 
it  with  an  attitude  of  service.

rationing  so  that  England  may  survive. 

But  everyone  must  have  their  tea,  war  or 
no  war.  We  got  pretty  disgusted  at  first 
as  we  would  go  after  articles  and  find 
people  gone  to  tea.  Reminded  me  a lot  of 
the  tea  times  hack  at  the  old  FCA  when 
the  going  used  to  get  so  tough  that  we 
all  had  to  take  a rest..... I traveled 
enough  to  make  me  glad  the  war  is  over  on 
this  side  and  not  at  home.  I have  seen 
people's  homes  go  up  in  debris  in  a split 
second  and  leave  the  people  without  a 
home  and  perhaps  that  poor  family  had 
saved  for  that  home  for  a lifetime.  Have 
seen  ships  torpedoed  and  sunk  in  a few 
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minutes,  taking  nearly  all  the  crew  down 
with  them.  This  war  is  a terrible  thing 
and  I wonder  why  we  call  the  poor  devils 
in  the  jungles  savages.  The  only  differ- 
ence that  I see  is  that  their  way  of 
killing  costs  so  much  less .... .Last  fall 
Uncle  Sam  sent  me  to  North  Africa  and  not 
for  my  health.  After  the  trip  over,  it 
was  a lot  easier  for  the  government  to 
sell  the  $10,000  life  insurance .... .This 
is  some  country.  The  natives  have  few 
furnishings  in  their  "homes."  When  they 
move,  the  wife  packs  up  their  belongings 
in  a skin  or  cloth  and  takes  off  down  the 
road.  The  husband,  I might  add,  gives 
her  moral  support  by  walking  ahead  empty- 
handed  to  show  her  the  way.  I would  like 
to  know  how  the  Arab  men  have  done  it.
